Poll finds residents concerned with traffic 


Madison County residents 
don’t like waiting at traffic sig- 
nals. 

That was one of the conclu- 
sions uncovered Tuesday dur- 
ing two hours of ‘‘electronic 
polling” of 125 people at Gate- 
way Center in Collinsville. 

Although some conclusions 
were painfully obvious, the 
point of the exercise was to 
prioritize goals to make fund- 
ing decisions, said Jerry Kane, 
director of the Madison County 
Transit District. 

County and city officials, 
businessmen and residents par- 
ticipated in the polling. The 
exercise was sponsored by the 
county’s Long Range Transpor- 
tation Plan, a $500,000 project 
undertaken by the County 
Board and the Transit District 

Participants looked at ques- 
tions about transportation 
issues projected on a large 
screen To respond, they 
pressed buttons on electronic 
devices in front of them. 
Results were tabulated instant- 
ly and flashed up on the 
screen. 

In response to the question 
about traffic signals and inter- 
sections, 73 percent of the 
audience said improvements 
were “very important,” which 
was one of the most emphatic 
responses all morning. 

“It’s obvious that people 
would like to see improve- 
ments, but the question is how

new I-70 bridge north of down- 
town St. Louis 

County Board member Don 
Garrett, D-Madison, said he 
wished more people’ who use 
mass transit had been. con- 
sulted for the transportation 
plan. 

Glen Carbon resident Lee 
Presser told the crowd that 
they could no longer count on 
state and federal funds to 
improve roads. ‘Santa Claus is 
not coming to (Illinois Routes) 
159 and 157." 


‘The electronic polling session 
was coordinated, by ‘Bucher, 
Willis and Ratliffe, subcon- 
tracting with the’ Langley 
Group marketing professionals, 
who subcontracted with Swank 
of St. Louis.

To help develop a good financial plan, a professional financial 
planner should be consulted. Financial planners may specialize 
in“ several disciplines, including law, insurance and investing 
The right planner should be able to advise you about life insur- 
ance plans, basic cash budgeting, mutual fund investments and 
stock and bond purchases. 

Choosing the right financial planner for your financial needs is 
essential. Begin by talking with friends or relatives who have 
had success with planners, but keep in mind that the planners 
who were right for them may not be right for you. Ask prospec- 
tive planners for documentation of their success and check their 
references. Also, check out their professional credentials, educa- 
tion, and training. And don’t be afraid to interview planners 
until you find one you feel comfortable working with 

Planners generally are compensated by three different meth- 
ods. Some charge a flat fee for their services. Some charge a

Civil War re-enactment

Ulysses S. Grant spent time at Jefferson Bar- 
racks. So did Robert E. Lee and many of the 
soldiers who fought in the Civil War: 

‘As much as anything else, that makes Jeffer- 
son Barracks as good a location as any for one 
of the largest Civil War re-enactment events in 
the area in recent years. 

As many as 1,000 Civil War re-enactors from 
several states converge on Jefferson Bar- 
racks Park June 21 and 22 for the first large- 
scale re-enactment in the St. Louis area since 
1988. 

“We are sort of putting together the best we 
have seen around the country at various 
times,’’ said Nancy Herndon of the Jefferson 
Barracks Civil War Historical Association, 
which is organizing on the event 

From the morning of Saturday, June 21, 
through the afternoon of Sunday, June 22, visi- 
tors to the park will experience the feel of the 
Civil War. 

Besides the obligatory battle re-enactments 
at 4 p.m. June 21 and 1:30 p.m. June 22, there 
will plenty of events designed to bring peo- 
ple back to the time when ‘“‘Johnny Reb” 
fought “Billy Yank.”
